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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of-the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-41 , drawn to a method of distributing media, classified in class 
235, subclass 379. 

II. Claims 42-62, and 72, drawn to a kiosk, classified in class 705, subclass 
16. 

III. Claims 63-71 , drawn to a method renting or lending media among a 
plurality of kiosks, classified in class 705, subclass 26. 

IV. Claim 73, drawn to a networked system of kiosks, classified in class 705, 
subclass 21. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the method could be practiced using a materially different 
apparatus, e.g., one without a rotatable carousel, but instead housing media in a 
slidable rack. 

Inventions III and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
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that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not require 
the possibility of using only one kiosk - it requires at least two. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as a method to sell media such they will not be returned. 

Inventions I and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the method could be practiced with one kiosk only. 

Inventions IV and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it does not recite the details such 
as the carousel. The subcombination has separate utility such as a standalone kiosk. 

Inventions III and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the method could be practiced using a materially different 
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apparatus, e.g., one without a rotatable carousel, but instead housing media in a 
slidable rack. 

Inventions III and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the method could be practiced using a materially different 
apparatus, e.g., one in which the second kiosk is capable only of receiving media. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

It is noted that the examiner reserves the right to require an election of species 
should it become necessary, upon further examination.
